Chinchilla Raiser Makes a 
Hobby of His Business 
From the Prince of Rodents

You've heard of people who 


seemed to have (he "world by 
the lail?" Well, a chinchilla raiser 
or breeder generally has his hob- 
by - business the same way, for 
he carries the chinchilla, by tho 
tail to keep from damaging (he 
fur. 
Not very dignified for an 


animal who is known as Prince 
of the rodent family. 


Before We get too "carried a- 


way" with Ihe subject of Ihc ani- 
mals 
themselves, lei's take a 


look at a local chinchilla rancher, 
Paul Ralcy has a herd of 85 of 
the pretty little-creatures, with 
the precious coats of fur, 


Mr. Ralcy first became interest- 


ed in raising chinchillas in 1952 
when he purchased a pair from 
Harold Stephens of Blcvins, who 
was the first person to introduce 
them to our immediate area, At 
thai time the two Illllc animals; 
which grow to a mature si/is of 
22 ounces, seemed almost lost in 
the building directly back of the 
Ralcy home. 


Such is not the case today, for 


Ihc Raley herd now numbers 85 
and although there arc two houses 
for the animals, he has them all 
occupying the same building wilh 
their cages in tiers. Since high 
temperature plus high humidity 
is a dangerous combination for 
chinchillas, an air 
conditioning 


unit keeps the temperature at a 
pleasant 70 degrees throughout 
the summer.

feet, at an altitude of 1,000 miles. 
NASA said. 


The flashing satellite will make 


possible, more accurate measure- 
ment of the size and shape of the 
earth, and will provide new infor- 
mation on orbital (regularities.
